Council debates lowering salary for next Stanford mayor

STANFORD — Things 
got heated at the Stanford 
City Council meeting last 
week when the topic of set¬ 
ting the next mayor’s salary 
came up. 

Mayor Bill Miracle told 
city council members his 


recommendation is to cut the 
salary for the mayoral posi¬ 
tion from $30,000 to 
$22,500 or $25,000 for the 
next four-year term. 

The city council must vote 
to set the mayor’s salary for 
the next four years by May, 
prior to the November elec¬ 
tion for the seat. 

Councilman Eddie Carter 


said he would like to get spe¬ 
cific numbers on how much 
other towns of comparable 
size pay their mayors. He 
offered to collect data by 
calling other cities and pres¬ 
ent that info at another meet¬ 
ing. 

“I’m going to actually call 
these local towns,” Carter 
said. “I’ll do the legwork on 


it.” 

At that point in the Jan. 2 
meeting, Councilman Tom 
Moser made a motion to set 
the mayor’s salary for “2015 
and 2016” at $15,000 per 
year with $85 per month 
allotted for a cell phone and 
“no other benefits.” 

The mayor currently 
receives healthcare benefits 


that Miracle said cost 
approximately $450 per 
month. 

Moser also made a motion 
to change salaries for city 
council members from $150 
per month and $0 for each 
special called meeting to 
$100 per month and $50 for 
each special called meeting. 

Carter said the mayor’s 


salary has to be set for the 
full term of the elected posi¬ 
tion, which is four years, so 
Moser’s motion wouldn’t 
work. 

Miracle pointed out the 
same thing. 

“You have to understand

Extreme 
cold affects 
schools, 
electricity 

Extremely cold tempera¬ 
tures early this week 
caused Lincoln County 
schools to close and 
prompted Inter-County 
Energy to ask its cus¬ 
tomers to curtail their elec¬ 
tricity usage to reduce 
strain on the power grid. 

“We are asking members 
to reduce their use of elec¬ 
tricity to alleviate the 
strain on the electric sys¬ 
tem,” said Sheree Gilliam, 
vice president of member 
services, on Tuesday. “We 
are asking people to turn 
off non-essential lighting, 
adjust thermostats and 
avoid the use of dishwash¬ 
ers, washers, dryers and 
other electrical equipment 
especially during the hours 
of 3 p.m. to 7 p.m.” 

An Inter-County spokes¬ 
woman said about 2,000 
Lincoln County residents 
lost power Monday for 
about an hour. Power was 
restored by 7 p.m. 
Monday. 

Gilliam said the cause 
was a broken switch at the 
Shelby City substation off 
Ky. 300 south of Junction 
City. That station provides 
service to residences and

Slick roads 
in area 
cause 24 
wrecks

STANFORD — A num¬ 
ber of minor wrecks 
occurred in Lincoln and 
Garrard counties on Jan. 2 
and 3, after light snow and 
freezing temperatures cre¬ 
ated hazardous road condi¬ 
tions. 

A 911 dispatcher said 
there were 24 wrecks doc¬ 
umented in Lincoln and 
Garrard counties through 
Friday morning. 

“We had a lot of slide- 
offs. A lot of people would 
call their own wrecker 
service,” the dispatcher 
said. "It was so bad that the 
wreckers would not go out 
unless the salt trucks had 
already been through.” 

The dispatcher said U.S. 
27 was in good condition 
again as of Friday mom-

Fire destroys trailer home 


Space heater 
blamed for 
Stanford blaze

STANFORD — A trailer 
home along Harris Avenue 
was gutted by a fire Friday 
but the family living inside, 
including four children, 
escaped unharmed. 

The fire began before 
noon in the small Stanford 
subdivision behind the Deco 
Art factory. A large, billow¬ 
ing pillar of smoke could be 
seen from up to a mile away 
from the scene. 

Stanford Fire Chief Scott 
Maples said he was on the 
scene about two minutes 
after a 911 call came in 
reporting the fire. 

The fire spread quickly 
from the back-bedroom area 
of the trailer and had reached 
halfway through the trailer 
before firefighters got inside 
and began putting it out, 
Maples said. 

A Stanford Fire 
Department investigator 
determined that the fire was 
caused by a space heater 
being placed close to a bed, 
Maples said. 

Chris Gosser lives one 
road over in the subdivision 
and said he saw smoke rising 
from the back of the trailer 
where his sister, Tanya Wine, 
lives with her four children 
and her mother-in-law, 
Glenda Wine. 

“I just looked up, I looked

McKinney 
EMS denied 
certificate 
of need

MCKINNEY — A judge 
has denied McKinney 
Ambulance Service’s 
application for a certificate 
that it needs to resume 
operating in Lincoln 
County. 

Administrative Law 
Judge Steven D. Davis’ 
ruling says McKinney’s 
board failed to present 
enough data showing a 
need for the ambulance 
service to reopen; left out 
details such as inventories 
and budgetary figures; and 
didn’t explain what it was 
doing to correct issues that 
caused the ambulance 
service to lose its operat¬ 
ing license. 

McKinney Ambulance 
Service board Chairman 
Jim Williams said the 
board has appealed for 
reconsideration, but a 
hearing date has not yet 
been scheduled. 

“They did decline it but 
we’re appealing and that’s 
about all we can say right 
now,” Williams said. “I 
think that they was asking 
for some things that they

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Judge dismisses lawsuit against Hustonville

STANFORD — A Lincoln 
circuit judge has dismissed a 
lawsuit filed by a 
Hustonville woman and her 
grandson whose building 
and business were destroyed 


by fire in 2011. 

Mary Kirkpatrick and her 
grandson, William 

Kirkpatrick III, filed the 
complaint against the city of 
Hustonville and the city’s 
fire department, alleging 
that poor maintenance of 
water lines and fire hydrants 


in the city caused there not 
to be enough water pressure 
to put out the fire at 110 
Lyons Court. Mary 
Kirkpatrick owned the 
building at that address and 
her grandson operated a 
body shop there. 

Judge Jeffrey Burdette 


ruled last week to grant the 
city’s motion for dismissal, 
agreeing with the argument 
that the city and fire depart¬ 
ment are protected from 
such lawsuits under 
Kentucky law by govern¬ 
mental immunity, which 
holds that municipalities and 


areas served by volunteer 
fire departments cannot be 
held liable for negligence 
while responding to an 
alarm or performing fire 
prevention services. 

Ephraim Helton, the 
Kirkpatricks’ attorney, said 
last week that he had not yet 


read Burdette’s ruling and 
declined to comment. 

The building and its con¬ 
tents were destroyed in the 
fire. The Kirkpatricks sued 
hoped to recover the value of 
those items, plus loss of 
future rent payments and 
profits from the body shop.

Firefighters had cleared 
the scene by 3:45 p.m. 

Maples said people should 
exercise caution when using 
heating equipment. Anything 
that could bum should be 
kept at least three feet away 
from heating equipment and 
portable heaters should be 
turned off when no one is in 
the room, he said.

Protect your family against 
carbon monoxide poisoning

Carbon monoxide is an 
odorless and colorless gas 
that is emitted from fire¬ 
places, gas stoves, water 
heaters, kerosene heaters, 
furnaces and boilers. 
Individuals can become 
poisoned by inhaling high 
levels of this gas. In fact, 
the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
estimates that more than 
500 individuals in the 
United States die each year 
from unintentional carbon 
monoxide poisoning. 

Symptoms of carbon 
monoxide poisoning 

include a bad headache, 
fatigue, nausea, dizziness 
or confusion, all of which 
can be confused with the 
flu. Severe symptoms 
include vomiting, loss of 
consciousness, heart irregu¬ 
larity and breathing diffi¬ 
culties. These symptoms 
can vary widely based on 
the exposure level, duration 
and the health and age of an 
individual. 

It’s very important that 
individuals know the symp¬ 
toms of dangerous levels of 


carbon monoxide in their 
homes and, more impor¬ 
tantly, know how to prevent 
the buildup of this gas in 
their homes. 

To protect your family 
this winter, follow these 
tips: 

•Install a carbon monox¬ 
ide detector on each level 
of your home, especially 
near the sleeping areas. 

•Have gas appliances 
installed by a qualified pro¬ 
fessional. 

•Use only appliances that 
vent fumes outside. 

•If you choose to use an 
unvented fuel-burning 
space heater, only use it 
while someone is awake to 
monitor it. 

•Never use a gas range or 


oven to heat a home. 

•Never use a charcoal 
grill inside. 

•Never leave the motor 
running of a vehicle parked 
in an enclosed garage. 

•Turn on the exhaust fan 
over your gas stove when 
using it. 

•Make certain the fire¬ 
place flues are open during 
use. 

•Have gas furnaces, 
water heaters, clothes dry¬ 
ers, fireplaces and flues 
inspected annually by a 
qualified service techni¬ 
cian.

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Journalists may 
be starting point 
for new revival 
of civil discourse 


The First Amendment 
protects our freedom to 
say and write just about 
anything we want — but 
that doesn’t mean we 
ought to, particularly in 
public life. 

The difference rests 
between “can” and 
“should.” 

Our nation’s founders 
were no strangers to 
rude, callous and raucous 
debate in public life and 
to vicious commentary, 
even by today’s “any¬ 
thing goes” online stan¬ 
dards. Sex scandals, infi¬ 
delity, personal weak¬ 
nesses and even religious 
differences were exposed, 
debated and mocked in 
public life and in the 
newspapers of the day 
with personal glee and 
political purpose. 

The self-governing sys¬ 
tem eventually created 
for the United States 
depends on vigorous pub¬ 
lic involvement and 
debate, but it also 
depends on a measure of 
what we call today “civil¬ 
ity” to function. Not 
civility in the sense of 
polite nods and watered- 
down language — that’s 
not “free speech” in any 
sense — but rather a 
thinking response and 
respect for robust debate 
over ideas and policies. 

The Bill of Rights, led 
off by the First 
Amendment, rests on the 
creative tension of rights 
and responsibilities. It is 
civility in its historical 
meaning — involved, 
engaged citizenry — that 
powers those two great 
civic engines. 

A First Amendment 
advocate should be the 
last to call for laws or 
other official limits on 
speech, such as campus 
speech codes or restric¬ 
tions on campaign 
speech. But 

Congressional gridlock, 
growing public disaffec¬ 
tion with politics and 
growing concern about 
online discussions perpet¬ 
ually locked into the low¬ 
est level of comments, 
require a non-governmen¬ 
tal response. 

Journalists are a good 
starting point for self-ini¬ 
tiated positive action. A 
recent gathering of about 
40 practitioners, at the 
Newseum in Washington, 
D.C., gives hope in that 
direction. 

The group met in early 
December to talk about 
incivility in the media, in 
a multi-day session spon¬ 
sored by the Newseum 
Institute, The Poynter 
Institute for Media 
Studies and the National 
Institute for Civil 
Discourse. A concluding 
task was to set out some 
core values for journal¬ 
ists and to face the seri¬ 
ous issue of whether this 
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group or any other might 
actually produce change. 

A good starting point 
for the organizers (Note: 

I was one of them) was 
to assemble a group that 
resembles the nation in 
2014: Journalists from 
traditional media and 
new media, with great 
diversity in age groups, 
ethnicity, location and 
views. 

The values statement 
stressed truth, independ¬ 
ence and transparency as 
well as focusing on the 
free press role envisioned 
by Madison, Jefferson 
and others: Exposing 
wrongdoing, airing of 
multiple points of view, 
empowering people with 
information needed for 
self-governance, and pro¬ 
viding the means for the 
nation to hear from “the 
disenfranchised and voic¬ 
es that are not being 
heard.” 

Worthy goals all, for a 
nation that is without 
doubt increasingly 
diverse and increasingly 
divided — and also a 
good refocusing for a 
free press battered by 
falling and fading rev¬ 
enue sources, diminished 
public respect and the 
loss of many of its most- 
veteran participants. 

In the mid-1940s, jour¬ 
nalists and academics 
joined in a post-WWII 
seminar popularly known 
as the Hutchins 
Commission to consider 
the role of journalism in 
a cynical, war-weary 
world. According to 
reports of the time, it was 
an era in which the pub¬ 
lic had little respect for 
the large media enterpris¬ 
es of the day, finding 
them increasingly unciv¬ 
il, unconcerned with or 
unable to perform their 
“watchdog on govern¬ 
ment” role — and out of 
touch with news con¬ 
sumers. Sound familiar? 

There is no minimizing 
the difficulty ahead in 
reshaping public debate 
that now focuses on the 
shrill, in which partisan 
confrontation often over¬ 
whelms nonpartisan com¬ 
promise. Perhaps journal¬ 
ists are the group of that 
can first move the idea of 
“civility” from premise to 
practice — a New Year res¬ 
olution with real promise.

But it seems pretty 
much everyone in Lincoln 
County who did choose to 
drink also chose not to 
drive. 

There were surely some 
who got drunk and would 
have driven, but a friend 
made a different choice for 
them. Those friends 
deserve double-kudos. 

There might have been a 
few who did drive drunk 
and didn’t get caught. If 
this happened, we all got 
lucky they didn’t cause any 
unnecessary damage or 
pain. 

You can never expect all 
26,000 people in Lincoln 


County to be good, respon¬ 
sible people all the time — 
in fact, it’s pretty much 
guaranteed that someone’s 
misbehaving somewhere, 
no matter what day or time 
it is.

ing, but many secondary 
roads were still coated with 
snow. Wreck reports had fall¬ 
en off by 10 a.m. Friday. 

Lincoln County Sheriff 
Curt Folger said there were 
“quite a few” wrecks his 
deputies could not get to 
because of where they hap¬ 
pened and the road condi¬ 
tions. Most of the wrecks in 
Lincoln County happened 
between 6 and 9 p.m. 
Thursday night, he said. 

While 911 logged one 
injury accident in Lincoln 
County on Airport Road, 
Folger said he worked the 
wreck in question and it 
wound up being a non-injury 
crash. A woman lost control 
on an icy curve and her vehi¬ 
cle went off the road, travel¬ 
ing through a fence and strik¬ 
ing an AT&T telephone junc¬ 
tion box, he said. 


Lincoln County dispatched 
four salt trucks with good 
maneuverability Thursday 
night to begin salting roads, 
Lincoln County Judge- 
Executive Jim Adams said. 

“When that burst of snow 
came ... about 5 or 6, that 
hastened us along with our 
decision to get people out 
and work all night,” Adams 
said. 

Adams said the county 
dispatched 10-12 salt trucks 
at about 6:30 a.m. Friday. 
With the sun out and no 
clouds in the way, most 
roads in the county were in 
very good condition by 
Friday afternoon, he said. 

Lincoln County currently 
has a large stockpile of road 
salt because there have been 
two or three years in a row 
where not much salt was 
needed, but the county still 
purchased additional salt 
through “reverse auctions” 
that provide reduced prices, 


Adams said. 

Salting inside Stanford 
city limits was hindered 
when the city’s truck broke 
down, Mayor Bill Miracle 
said. The city called in a con¬ 
tractor to salt the roads, but 
then ran out of salt around 
10:30 p.m. 

Miracle said the city’s salt 
stockpile is stored at the 
county garage, which was 
closed. 

The city gained access to 
the county garage and began 
salting again at 4:30 a.m., 
Miracle said. Miracle said he 
was unaware of any wrecks 
happening inside city limits. 

Roads were not nearly as 
affected three days later on 
Sunday night, when snow, 
single-digit temperatures 
and wind buffeted Lincoln 
County. A 911 dispatcher 
said no wrecks caused by the 
weather were reported 
Sunday night or Monday 
morning. 
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wasn’t asking for on the 
original paperwork.” 

Davis’ ruling prevents 
McKinney for now from 
obtaining a “certificate of 
need,” which it must have 
before it can reopen as a 
Level I ground ambulance 
service. 

The ruling, which was pub¬ 
lished on the state Cabinet for 
Health and Family Services’ 
website, lists five criteria for 
earning a certificate of need 
that McKinney failed to meet: 

• McKinney failed to pro¬ 
vide appropriate proof that 
local legislative bodies were 
notified of the ambulance ser¬ 
vice’s application for a certifi¬ 
cate of need; 

• McKinney “provides no 
supporting, tangible evi¬ 
dence” that another ambu¬ 
lance service is needed in 
Lincoln County in addition to 
those already in operation; 

• McKinney failed to docu¬ 
ment a strong enough rela¬ 
tionship with the local 
“health system;” 

• McKinney did not pro¬ 
vide an inventory of its vehi¬ 
cles, equipment or buildings 
and hasn’t shown that it has 
funds available for initial or 
ongoing costs; and 

• McKinney “has not iden¬ 
tified the basis for losing its 
license and has not docu¬ 
mented the ability to over¬ 
come any deficiencies it may 
have in management or oper¬ 
ations.” 

The ruling was issued 
Dec. 18. Williams said the 
McKinney board appealed 
for a hearing within a 15-day 
window following the rul¬ 
ing. 

Williams said he doesn’t 
know how long it will take 
the state to schedule a hear¬ 


ing, but the board is current¬ 
ly in the process of gathering 
the information Davis’ ruling 
says is missing. 

“We’ve got some of it but 
we’ve still got to get some 
more of it,” he said. 

Williams didn’t comment 
on any of the specific prob¬ 
lems listed in the ruling, but 
said the board thought it had 
provided all the information 
requested when it submitted 
its application. 

“We either misinterpreted 
the questions or they didn’t 
ask them the way that 
nobody would know that’s 
what they wanted,” he said. 

If McKinney’s request for 
reconsideration is also 
denied, it could appeal that 
ruling to the Franklin Circuit 
Court. If McKinney fails to 
earn a certificate of need 
from this process, it doesn’t 
preclude them from starting 
over and trying again with a 
new application. 

McKinney Ambulance 
Service has been out-of¬ 
operation since May, when it 
shut down unexpectedly and 
then lost its license to oper¬ 
ate a few days later. 

Board members have 
blamed the closure on the 
service’s former director, 
Stephen Wood, who they 
allege ordered staff to close 
the service without board 
permission. Board members 
have also said they believe 
Wood cost the service tens of 
thousands in unpaid bills by 
failing to complete paper¬ 
work accurately. 

An audit of the ambulance 
service paid for by Lincoln 
County Fiscal Court 
revealed that the service out- 
spent its revenues by more 
than $200,000 over the 
course of three years and 
was more than $30,000 in 
debt as of June 30.

businesses — including 
Kroger and Applebee's — 
stretching from the 
Moreland area to the 
Hustonville Road area in 
Danville. 

Gilliam said crews were 
able to bypass the broken 
switch. 

Gilliam acknowledged the 
arctic temperatures put a 
strain on the electrical grid. 

A Kentucky Utilities 
spokesman said the company 
had not experienced wide¬ 
spread outages, but the bur¬ 
den of high usage had made 
restoring power to affected 


customers more difficult. 

A weather-data station in 
north Lincoln County 
observed a low temperature 
of -4.2 degrees Fahrenheit 
on Monday. Weather fore¬ 
casters said wind chills in the 
area reached as low as -30 
degrees Fahrenheit. The 
Lincoln County weather- 
data station observed winds 
up to 35 miles per hour on 
Sunday and 37 miles per 
hour on Monday. 

Temperatures rose into the 
teens on Tuesday and were 
projected to reach the mid- 
50s by the weekend. Lincoln 
County schools were closed 
Monday through Wednesday 
due to the cold.

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what you’re making a motion for,” 
Miracle said to Moser. 

Moser said he would amend his 
motion to be for the four-year term. 

“I don’t mind changing my motion,” 
he said. 

Councilwoman Amy Hazlett sec¬ 
onded Moser’s motion, but a vote was 
not called immediately as the members 
entered a lengthy discussion of the 
motion. 

Carter, a former mayor of Stanford, 
questioned whether the council had 
enough information in front of it to 
make an immediate decision. Carter 
said he wasn’t sure about eliminating 
the health insurance benefit, which he 
said was first instituted after he was 
elected mayor in 2002. 

Moser said he believes Stanford 
should not be paying for health insur¬ 
ance because the mayor position is 
classified as a part-time position. The 
mayor is overpaid for the job, too, he 
said. 

“I’ve done a lot of checking, Eddie, 
and to be honest with you, we pay dou¬ 
ble what everyone else in the country 
pays,” Moser said. “... Part-time jobs 
don’t come with health insurance and 
this is definitely a part-time job.” 

Carter reiterated his hesitation to 
vote for a change before seeing raw 
data on what other mayors are paid. 

“We didn’t get this until today. I 
don’t think I could make a well- 
enough informed vote on it, myself,” 
he said. 

“I hate to say it, but I think you’re 
probably going to run for mayor next 
time,” Moser responded. 

“What?” Carter said. 

“Are you going to run for mayor 
next time?” Moser asked Carter. 

“I am going to run for mayor,” 
Carter responded. 

Moser said he believes the Junction 
City mayor makes just $600 per month 
and the Liberty mayor makes about 
$8,700 per year. 

“I think we need to have the figures 
in front of us, looking at them,” Carter 
said. “I’m not saying I’m for or against 
it. I’m saying I’m not ready to decide 
tonight.” 

Moser challenged city council mem¬ 
bers to name a part-time job that has 
health insurance benefits other than 
driving a school bus, because he does¬ 
n’t think school bus drivers work long 
enough to qualify as full-time employ¬ 
ees. 

Miracle asked Moser if he had a 
sense for how much time it takes to do 
the job of being mayor or how many 
meetings the mayor has to attend. 

“I don’t know how many meetings 
you go to,” Moser said. 

Miracle asked Moser if he knew 
how often the mayor has to come 
home late at night because of the job. 

Moser said Miracle could send other 
people to do things instead of going 
himself. 

Miracle said many things he does 


are required to be done by the mayor, 
not other people. 

Miracle called for a vote on Moser’s 
motion, which failed after Carter and 
council members Mike Southerland 
and Scottie Ernst voted “nay.” 
Councilman Bobby Wilkinson was not 
present for the meeting. 

After the vote, Carter began talking 
to Moser about the issue again, but 
Miracle cut him off, saying “Eddie, 
you can’t talk to him. Let’s just move 
on.” 

Hazlett then asked if Miracle had 
brought documents she had requested, 
including a job description for the 
mayor and minutes from previous 
meetings. 

Miracle said he sent a response to 
Hazlett, explaining the documents 
would be made available “after the 
holidays.” 

The city does not have a job descrip¬ 
tion for the mayor because it follows 
state regulations on that, he said. 

Miracle said he did have informa¬ 
tion about the cost of his health insur¬ 
ance that Hazlett had requested. 

In Jan. 2009, the mayor’s health 
insurance policy was costing $534.96 
per month, Miracle said. At that time, 
it was changed to a lower-cost “health 
savings account” plan that included a 
$1,500 savings account but only cost 
$263.35 per month, he said. 

Since then, the cost of the health 
insurance policy has risen incremen¬ 
tally, to $450.32 last year, Miracle 
said. Most recently, the city switched 
away from the health savings account 
plan to a normal plan that costs the 
same amount, he said. 

Hazlett asked if the council has ever 
discussed approving benefits for the 
mayor like cell phone costs or the 
mayor’s fuel allowance. 

“It’s in your budget, Amy,” Miracle 
responded. “It’s in your budget when 
the budget was approved.” 

“I’m talking about you putting gas 
in your personal vehicle,” Hazlett 
said. 


“There is a budget,” Miracle 
responded. 

“OK,” Hazlett said. 

“You really need to understand your 
job,” Miracle said to Hazlett. 

“Don’t talk to me like that, Bill,” 
Hazlett said. 

“I’m just telling you —“ Miracle 
said, before Hazlett cut him off, say¬ 
ing “You need to understand what 
you’re doing.” 

“Alright, let’s move on,” Miracle 
said. 

Hazlett said after the meeting that 
she thinks the city should have poli¬ 
cies in place for how the mayor 
receives benefits like cell phone and 
fuel allowances. A per-mile reim¬ 
bursement system for fuel would be 
one alternative, she explained. 

Miracle said after the meeting he’s 
not against reducing the mayor’s 
salary for the next term, but would 
like to see some “solid numbers” pre¬ 
sented before a decision is made. 

“Whatever the council sets that 
salary at for the next term is what it 
ought to be,” he said. 

Miracle said he thinks “people that 
are proposing some things” don’t 
understand how much work goes into 
being mayor of Stanford. He said that 
during his time in office, he’s worked 
on four annexations that increased city 
revenues and oversaw projects like 
new streets on Logan Avenue and Mill 
Street and the $7 million sewer 
upgrade project. 

“That takes a lot of work,” he said. 
“There’s a lot of effort to get those 
things done.” 

Miracle said he believes the practice 
of a mayor receiving healthcare bene¬ 
fits is “not common or uncommon; it’s 
mixed across the board.” 

Miracle said he knew prior to 
Carter’s admission during the city 
council meeting that Carter was plan¬ 
ning to run for mayor. 

“Eddie is a good friend of mine and 
will be after the election, whatever the 
outcome is,” he said.

current Mayor Bill Miracle has said 
he intends to seek re-election. 

“I’m just announcing right now,” 
said Carter, who declined to com¬ 
ment on specifics regarding his rea¬ 
sons for running. “I just want to run 
a positive campaign and look for¬ 
wards and not backwards.” 

Carter said he has some goals in 
mind to accomplish if he is elected 
mayor, but said he’s not ready to 


share those goals. He said he 
believes he can achieve more things 
as mayor than by remaining on city 
council. 

“I’m honored to live in a country 
where I can run for office. I thank 
all our veterans to have that right,” 
Carter said. 

Carter first served as Stanford’s 
mayor in the late 90s, when, as a 
city councilman, he was appointed 
to the position to serve out the 
remainder of the previous mayor’s 
term. 


Carter did not seek election to the 
mayor’s seat when that term was up 
at the end of 1998, but he did run 
against and defeat then-Mayor 
Rodman Bradshaw for the post in 
2002. 

In 2006, Carter declined to run 
for re-election to the mayor’s seat, 
running instead to be on the city 
council again. Carter has remained 
a city councilman since then. 

Carter said he has years of serv¬ 
ice working for many local organi¬ 
zations, including as a member of 


the Stanford/Lincoln County 
Industrial Development Authority 
Board, president of the Lincoln 
County Chamber of Commerce and 
president of the Lincoln County 
Historical Society. 

In a news release, Carter said he 
“spearheaded the efforts to restore 
downtown Stanford, as well as 
many historic landmark buildings 
such as the L&N Depot, the Old 
Presbyterian Meeting House and 
the Willis-Overland Chevrolet 
Garage.” 


“I have a proven record to use as 
a foundation to move Stanford for¬ 
ward,” Carter said. 

While candidates for races with a 
May primary must file with Lincoln 
County Clerk Sonny Spoonamore 
by Jan. 28, candidates for non-par¬ 
tisan races such as the Stanford 
mayoral race do not have to file 
until Aug. 12. 

As of Tuesday, Carter and Gilbert 
were the only two people who had 
filed for any of the 2014 non-parti¬ 
san races in Lincoln County.

But it was Lincoln’s junior 
guard Jacob Conley who real¬ 
ly showcased his talents in the 
game, pouring in 25 points 
and grabbing 10 rebounds to 


lead the No. 20 Patriots over 
the Cardinals 65-56 in the 
Goodfellas Pizzeria National 
Shootout. 

Lincoln trailed the entire 
first quarter but turned the 
game around in the second 
period, taking control by blitz¬ 
ing Taylor 26-11. the Patriots, 
who led by as many as 19 
points in the third quarter, had 
to overcome a sloppy fourth 
quarter to preserve the win. 

“It’s a good win for us 
because they are a good 
team,” Lincoln coach Jeff 
Jackson said.

DANVILLE — It’s a 
known fact that free-throw

foot buzzer-beater to force

“I told them going into the 
second overtime, ‘We need to 
come out and get the jump on 
them. ...

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FARM FACTS

Prepare for the spring season 


As the heart of winter 
approaches, most produc¬ 
ers have brought the 
equipment into the shop 
and are working on main¬ 
tenance and repair. 
Already, most are busy 
preparing for spring and 
getting ready for, hopeful¬ 
ly, what will be a very pro¬ 
ductive growing season. 
So what are some things 
that we should be thinking 
about to help make our¬ 
selves more productive 
and prepared for the 
upcoming year? 

Soil 

Soil is the lifeline of all 
agricultural crops. 

Whether you raise corn, 
soybeans, hay, or a variety 
of different crops, making 
sure that your soil nutri¬ 
ents are adequate is 
extremely important. A 
soil test will give you the 
management tools that can 
help you accurately meas¬ 
ure the nutrients particular 
to your situation. As soon 
as the ground is not frozen, 
take your soil samples and 
bring them to the Lincoln 
County Extension Office. 
There is no charge for 
Lincoln County residents. 

Hay 

There are several things 
to consider when deciding 
hay feeding situations. 
What are the nutrient 
requirements for the ani¬ 
mals? Part of livestock 
management is making 
sure that the feed available 
is meeting the nutrient 
requirements for the goal 
that we want those particu¬ 
lar animals to accomplish. 

So, the question is: How 
does hay fit into that feed¬ 
ing management? For 
example, a brood cow is 
going to be mostly con¬ 
suming a forage diet. 
However, the nutrient 
requirements can vary 
depending on the situation. 
Is she nursing? What 


trimester of pregnancy is 
she in? 

All of these factors can 
change what her require¬ 
ments are. So, your hay 
needs to be meeting those 
requirements. Otherwise, 
other supplements may 
have to be used. However, 
an animal that is being 
supplemented with some¬ 
thing like a grain or silage 
ration, the nutrient require¬ 
ments in the hay that they 
are fed may not have to be 
as high, due to the supple¬ 
mentation. Test your for¬ 
ages and then I will be 
glad to work with you to 
develop the best feeding 
programs for your live¬ 
stock. 

Crops 

This time of year, prepa¬ 
ration for crops is making 
sure that the equipment is 
serviced and ready for the 
upcoming season. This is a 
good time to calibrate 
sprayers, clean the com¬ 
bines, grease those fittings 
that might have gotten neg¬ 
lected during the rush of 
harvest, clean the filters, 
change the oil, and do all 
of the routine maintenance 
that keeps things running 
as smoothly as possible. 

Also, this is a good time 
to start looking at the cal¬ 
endar. Go ahead and evalu¬ 
ate the varieties that you 
are going to use, and see 
what the recommended 
planting dates are. Mark 
that on your calendar. Of 
course, everyone knows 
that Mother Nature may 
not have the same idea, and 
those dates are probably 
going to change. But, it 
will help to keep things 
organized, so that when it 
is time to get to work, 
things will be ready and 
prepared. 

This is also a good time 
to look at past rotations 
and think about the future. 
Crop rotation is vital to 


management of weeds and 
pests. So, look at those last 
harvest records, and see 
what has been planted and 
what may need to be 
switched. If a field has 
been in corn for two years, 
you may need to start 
thinking about a legume to 
help fixate some nitrogen 
back into that soil. 
Sometimes, the simple 
things are the ones that are 
forgotten. 

Livestock 

Now is the time to eval¬ 
uate situations and look at 
trying to create a manage¬ 
ment schedule. You should 
set target dates of when 
calving, kidding, lambing, 
farrowing, etc. will begin 
and end. By doing this, we 
can allow ourselves the 
opportunity to think about 
the breeding dates, how we 
going to breed this year, 
and how we are going to 
use the herd bull or syn¬ 
chronize our animals. If 
you are going to AI, you 
need to be thinking about 
what sire will best fit your 
herd, and make sure that 
there is semen available. 

Disease management 
and vaccinations should be 
evaluated. A vaccination 
program should be estab¬ 
lished so that animals are 
treated in a manner that 
will allow the best defense. 

Whether dealing with 
livestock, crops, hay, soil 
test, or just simple mainte¬ 
nance of equipment, this is 
the time of year to evaluate 
your management goals 
and strategies, so that you 
can be better prepared 
when the time comes. By 
doing this, it will allow for 
operations to be more effi¬ 
cient and can help things 
from being neglected once 
the busy season is upon us.

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Watch for cold stress in livestock

Kentucky is right in the 
throes of winter, and arctic 
blasts can cause problems 
for livestock operations, 
ranging from frozen water- 
ers to sick cattle. 

In these situations, hind¬ 
sight is often 20/20 due to 
lack of preparation. I 
encourage folks to jot 
down the ‘little things’ in 
these instances and tuck 
them away as reminders of 
what they can do during 
the warmer days of fall 
leading up to winter. The 
key is to remember to dig 
these notes out in the fall 
and start the preparation 
before the cold hits. 

Producers need to have a 
basic understanding of 
livestock cold stress and 
why it’s so important to 
protect animals during this 
time of year. 

The lower critical tem¬ 
perature (LCT) value for 
cattle is the lowest temper¬ 
ature or windchill at which 
no additional energy is 
required to maintain core 
body temperature. 

As the temperature 
declines below this lower 
critical value, the mainte¬ 
nance energy value for the 
animal is increased to 
maintain core body tem¬ 
perature. Animals main¬ 
tain core body temperature 
by increasing their metab¬ 
olism resulting in greater 
heat production, as well as 
other heat conservation 
strategies such as reducing 
blood flow to the extremi¬ 
ties, shivering, and 
increased intake. 

Cold stress results in 
approximately a one per¬ 
cent increase in the main¬ 
tenance energy require¬ 
ment for each two degrees 
Fahrenheit below the LCT. 
Several things can influ¬ 
ence lower critical temper¬ 
ature value. 

Both external and inter¬ 
nal insulation influences 
the LCT. External insula¬ 
tion is basically the depth 
and thickness of the hair 
coat, condition of the hair 


coat and thickness of the 
hide. Thin-hided breeds 
such as dairy breeds tend 
to have a lower insulating 
factor than thick-hided 
breeds like Herefords. The 
condition of the hair coat 
is extremely important as 
an external insulation bar¬ 
rier. 

The hair coat acts as 
insulation similar to home 
attic insulation that traps 
air, enhancing the insulat¬ 
ing value. If the hair is wet 
and full of mud, air is 
excluded reducing the 
insulating value and 
increasing heat loss from 
the skin to the environ¬ 
ment. The density of the 
hair coat and if it is wet or 
dry impacts the windchill 
temperatures at which cold 
stress is considered mild, 
moderate or severe. As lit¬ 
tle as 0.1 inch of rain can 
immediately impact cold 
stress severity by matting 
the hair down reducing its 
insulating ability. 

Acclimation time, hide 
thickness, fat cover and 
other factors will also 
influence the degree of 
cold stress animals experi¬ 
ence. 

Ambient temperatures 
can impact the amount of 
dry matter cattle eat, pro¬ 
viding an opportunity to 
compensate for increased 
maintenance energy 

needs. Producers either 
need to increase their ani¬ 
mals’ feed intake or 
increase the energy densi¬ 
ty of the diet by feeding 
higher quality hay or 
adding more grain or fat to 
the grain mix. 

UK recommends pro¬ 
ducers continue to moni¬ 
tor cows during the win¬ 


tertime and make sure to 
maintain the animals’ body 
condition. Poor quality 
hay may not provide ade¬ 
quate energy to maintain 
gestating cows that are 
entering the third 
trimester. Consider having 
the hay tested to determine 
if you need to supplement 
during times of possible 
cold stress, especially for 
the enduring cold spells. 

Consider separating 
younger and thinner cows 
that may not have the same 
internal insulation as con¬ 
ditioned older cows and 
supplement them accord¬ 
ingly or offer them higher 
quality forage if available. 

Producers should move 
cows to fields with natural 
windbreaks or provide 
man-made windbreaks 
which are not the same as 
a barn. Poorly managed 
barns combined with poor 
ventilation may actually 
hamper efforts of improv¬ 
ing the environmental con¬ 
ditions. Lastly, remember 
it is energy or calories that 
are really needed. If the 
protein level in the forage 
is adequate, do not make 
supplement decisions 
based on protein level; 
rather purchase the most 
affordable calories. We are 
talking energy feeds like 
corn, distillers grain, corn 
gluten, three way mix, and 
other energy feeds. My 
final though, stay warm 
and keep the cattle water- 
ers flowing.

MONEY TIP 

Play your cards right 


As students become more 
responsible for paying their 
own bills, they need to be 
aware of the types of cards 
available, according to the 
Kentucky Higher Education 
Assistance Authority 
(KHEAA). 

Debit cards are tied to a 
bank account. When some¬ 
one uses a debit card, the 
money is automatically 
deducted from the account. 
Most colleges issue a type 
of debit card to students that 
can be used to buy books, 
supplies and meals. In that 
case, the card is not tied to a 
bank account but is pre- 
loaded with funds deposited 
each semester or quarter. 

When a debit card has 
been lost or stolen, report it 
to the bank or credit union 
immediately to limit losses 
from unauthorized use. 

Credit cards offer what is 
essentially an interest-free 
loan if the balance is paid in 


full each month. Students 
who use credit cards should 
pay them off at the end of 
each pay period when possi¬ 
ble to avoid paying interest 
fees. Most credit cards also 
offer cash advance services 
at a higher interest rate. 

Lost or stolen credit 
cards should also be report¬ 
ed immediately. However, 
there is a $50 limit to the 
consumer’s liability on 
fraudulent charges with 
stolen credit cards. 

ATM cards allow users to 
withdraw cash from their 
accounts when the bank or 
credit union is closed. Most 
banks and credit unions 
charge a fee when ATM 
cards are used at a machine 
not owned by that institu¬ 
tion’s network, and those 
fees can add up. Students 
should not use an ATM 
card outside their network 
unless absolutely neces¬ 
sary.
